This time it is a postcard for the 


"Hankie Club,"

But the government says it is "no 


go"—and postmasters all over the 
country arc grabbing these postcards 
by the bale. 


Ordinarily the government docs no 


more than seize the cards; but for 
repealed offense it is possible to is- 
sue a fraud order which would for- 
bid the accused person of receiving 
any mail whatsoever. 


Here is the exact Icxl of the Postal 


Bulletin warning: 


"Patrons of the various posl- 


offices depositing in Ihe mails 
cards and 
lelters 
relating 
to 


schemes of this nature should be 
warned thai the sending of such 
matter through the mails is a vio- 
lation of the poslal fraud and lol- 
Icry statutes. Notices arc served

Three More Initials 


. to Learn: OCD 
- 
- 


It will be a long time before Ihc 


inilials OCD are quile as familiar lo 
Americans as the initials ARP are 
to Britain. We hope they may never 
be. Yet, it is time to learn Ihem, and 
lo know them as well as circumstances 
dictate. 


OCD is the Office of Civilian De- 


fense headed by Mayor La Guardia 
of New York. It is roughly to the 
United Slates what the now-famous 
ARP (Air Raids Precaution) is lo 
Britain. It is the organizalion which 
will sel up Iho means by which civil- 
ians defend themselves and their cit- 
ies against air raids. 


There is nolhing hysterical about 


selling up these techniques in time 
of peace. They arc as much a part of 
national defense as Ihe training of an 
army. Modern war atlacks civilians 
and cilies as viciously as it attacks 
armies. If the civilian is unprepared 
to resist, an army, even a good one, 
may be suddenly left without the buck 
home support which it musl have 
lo function. 


Certainly one of the factors which 


brought about the 
capitulation 
at 


Munich was Ihe defenseless slale of 
London. People who were in London 
al that time can tell of Ihe condit- 
ions: No anti-aircraft guns; no air- 
raid shelters; no adequate evacuation 
arrangements for women and chil- 
dren; no proper fire-fighting setup' 
nolhing lo prevent the city becom- 
ing an immendiate shambles under 
a quick raid. This must have been 
one of the thoughts in Chamberlain's 
mind when he flew to Munich. 


We have Warsaw, Rotterdam, Co- 


ventry and London before us. Their 
lessons are written for all to read 
Mayor La Guardia begins with the 
estimate that 'it is 85 per cent pro- 
bable at this lime lhal we will never 
gel into action. But the country can- 
not lake a chance on thai 5 per ccnl" 


Thai is the thought behind the or- 


ganizalion which La Guardia is now 
selling up. Big cilies, vulnerable lo 
air altack, will be tackled first, oth- 
ers later. Most cities will be entire- 
ly unaffected, at least at first. 


It took months of preparation, fur 


instance, to stage Scatlle's first 15- 
mmute blackout. Should an emer- 
gency confront the country, it might 
come suddenly. Then it is too late 
lo improvise. 


With Ihe experience of Europe be- 


fore us, it should be possible to lay 
the groundwork of effective civil de- 
lense without disrupting at all thu 
normal life of communities. That, we 
lake it. is the aim of the OCD, lo 
lay a basis for civilian defense, a 
phase of all-out defense that is 'lOO 
per cent defensive in nature, and as 
important a part of national defense 
us the armed forces themselves.

Roosevelt obtained Monday more po- 
wer to speed the production of arms 
to Britain and the United States by 
signing a bill permitting mandatory 
priority of a war time scope. 


President Roosevelt signed the bill 


under which mandatory priorities may 
be assigned lo order or contract to 
any foreign government brought to 
terms under the lend lease act. 


Heretofore only contracts placed by 


the army and navy cTild be given 
priority by the Office of Production 
Management, the agent to which Mr. 
Roosevelt has delegated his authority. 


Again to bolster the armament pro- 


gram President Roosevelt signed a 
bill to keep the flow of iron ore in- 
to steel plants and giving Canadian 
ships permission to carry iron ore 
between U. S. ports on the Great 
Lakes during the 1941 season. The bill 
extends for a year. 


Germans Bomb 


Casualties Believed 
Heavy; Many 
Fires Caused 


MANCHESTER— (#)— German planes 


dropped 
hundreds of 
incendiary 


bombs and high explosives on the 
English city of Manchester Monday. 


Rescue crews were handicapped by 


black smoke as they dug in debris for 
victims. Although causing numerous 
fires, sources said they had all been 
brought under control. 


A number of nurses were feared to 


have been buried in, the 
wreckage 


when a bomb struck a nurses home. 


Two hospitals 
were 
damaged in 


other areas and three churches and 
several air raid shelters were hit in 
addition to numerous homes. Three 
hospitals and a motion picture theater 
were hit. 


In one district a man, his wife and 


10-year-old daughter were hit directly 
by a bomb. The man's body was found 
behind a wall; his wife's body was 
found across a sign on the second story 
of a building and no trace was found 
of the child. 


Casualties were feared to be heavy.

E. Haselman 
Dies at Ozan 


Ozan's Oldest 
Citizen Succumbs 
at His Home 


By WINNIE SPARKS 


• Kmesf'Rheih'hold'-Theodore1 Hasel- 
man, 86, Ozan's oldest and one of 
the most highly respected citizens 
died at his home in Ozan at 8:3C 
p. m., Saturday, May 31, after an 
illness of several months. 


Mr. Haselman was born in Stolpe, 


Germany, Oct. 8, 1854. During 
his 


boyhood and youth he 
underwent 


the hardships of a poor boy's life in 
Germany in those days, serving in 
the German government as an army 
boy, 
but receiving the 
compulsory 


education of his native land, at that 
time, when, as now, the military rules 
were rigid and the regulations were 
severely and cruelly 
enforced. All 


of his life he felt the effects of a 
serious injury of the tympanic mem- 
brane and the bursted cochoa of one 
ear caused by his being compelled 
to stand too close to a cannon while 
he was firing it. 


Young Ernest had strength, daunt- 


less ambition, courage, and an aim 
to serve humanity without being op- 
pressed by the strict regulations of 
his native land; so at the age of 27, 
he sailed for America with the am- 
bition to be a farmer, though he 
had no knowledge whatsoever of the 
English language. He began work in 
his new country as a stableman in 
the Levi-Yergersfield livery stables 
in Washington with a salary of $15 
a month.

and with his wife, the former Nan- 
nie Babcr, a local girl of German 
descent, moved lo Ozan where he 
built and opened a hotel, which he 
operated for 55 years. At tile time of 
his death, he was the only citizen 
who was living in the town when it 
was incorporated in 1885 and his hotel 
is the only original building that 
still stands. 


Through his pleasing, 
attractive, 


friendly personality and his hotel, Mr. 
Haselman has probably become more 
widely known than any other Ozan 
citizen, for strangers throughout the 
North, South, East, and West often 
inquire about him and highly com- 
pliment him as they pleasantly re- 
member his kind, courteous hospital- 
ity and friendship and the delicious 
foods served from his hotel tables. 
Tourists from far-away places often 
visited him for old time's sake and 
to renew an old friendship. 


Since his arrival in Ozan in 1884, 


Mr. Haselman has been an influen- 
tial factor in all civic and education- 
al projects that the community has 
undertaken. He was one of the first 
•members of the 
Ozan 
Methodist 


church, having joined it August 3. 
1889. For the majority of the time 
since 1890 until shortly 
before his 


death, he served as mayor and as 
a member of the Ozan School Board 
of Directors. In 1890, he endeavored 
to found a college at Ozan. Though 
the college never materialized, he is 
largely responsible for the efficiency 
rating the Ozan Public School has 
had for a number of years.

British Losses at Crete 


ROME—(/P)—Virginio Gayda, author-- 


itative fascist editor, estimated Mon- 
day that Britain had lost 45,000 men, 
killed or captured in the battle of 
Crete. 


He asserted that British claims of 


having withdrawn 15,000 men from 
Crete by sea were false because, he 
said, they lacked ships and freedom 
of action to transport so many. 


His figure was based on an estimate 


of 75 per cent losses 
on 
original 


strength of 60,000 soldiers. 


(Unofficial British estimates had 


placed 
Greek 
and 
British 
total 


strength on Crete at 30,000 men.) 


In years to come, it may be possible

Crete the test tube for the first large- 
scale tryout of this war innovation 
,Here you see an artist's conception 
of the result—the most spectacular 
aerial invation in history. Although 
there were reports that Nazi para 
chutists 
wore uniforms other than 


their own, particularly New Zealand,! 
the Germans denied it. 
| 


War gliders, carrying 
up 
to 14, 


lighting men, can travel easily the 
distance from Nazi-held Greece to 
British-held Crete. They also may be 
towed in "trains" as in this case, 
Ihe towing device fitted in tail of 
the plane and nose of the glider. This 
attachment is controlled with a ship 
release 
enabling 
both glider 
and 


plane to cast loose simultaneously— 
miles away from the objective. 


Glider 
troops' 
biggest advantage 


lies in stealth. They can glide silently 
behind enemy positions and land in 
almost any kind of open country 
where there is 50 yards of clear space. 
Some gliders even have specially- 
designed wing flaps which serve as 
brakes. 


Russia built the first military glid- 


ers, followed by Germany which re- 
putedly has 25 gliding schools anc 
perhaps 
100,000 pilots. The United 


States Army acknowledges making 
"unofficial' 'glider tests, reports the 
costs excessive and results unsatis- 
factory.

Outstanding cnrollecs from the camps 
of the District were chosen to attend 
this school, Enrollccs Olendon Mit- 
chell and -Robert are representatives 
of Company 4754 at this school now. 


For a period of over two years, 
here has been in operation in this 
District, a school for cooks and bak- 
orS.
